The Germans continued to emphasize the importance of the 


victory gained by the Franco-British forces on the hills south- 
west of Ypres early this week by refusing- to renew hostilities 
there. 


Field Marshal Haig's report today showed that the sector 


remained as quiet as a grave yard—into which the fire of the 
Allies literally turned it. 


Staff correspondents forecast a resumption of attempts by 


Field Marshal Hindenburg to possess these heights but declared 
he will require days, perhaps weeks, to reform his shattered di- 
visions for this effort. 


German artillery was busy today but its activity in only two 


sectors was worthy of mention in Haig's report. 
This was in 


the neighborhood of Men-is, 3 miles southwest of Bailleul and in 
tho Villers sector of Amiens. 


The report also showed heavy enemy cannonading last night 


in the St. Venant sector—the western most point of the Flanders 
wedge—near Arras and Lens. 
This latter front is in the sector 


dividing the main Picardy and Flanders battle front.

The Germans continued to emphasize the importance of the 


victory gained by the Franco-British forces on the hills south- 
west of Ypres early this week by refusing- to renew hostilities 
there. 


Field Marshal Haig's report today showed that the sector 


remained as quiet as a grave yard—into which the fire of the 
Allies literally turned it. 


Staff correspondents forecast a resumption of attempts by 


Field Marshal Hindenburg to possess these heights but declared 
he will require days, perhaps weeks, to reform his shattered di- 
visions for this effort. 


German artillery was busy today but its activity in only two 


sectors was worthy of mention in Haig's report. This was in 
the neighborhood of Men-is, 3 miles southwest of Bailleul and in 
tho Villers sector of Amiens. 


The report also showed heavy enemy cannonading last night 


in the St. Venant sector—the western most point of the Flanders 
wedge—near Arras and Lens. 
This latter front is in the sector 


dividing the main Picardy and Flanders battle front.
